Nickel [ Deposit 
| Found In Cuba 


NEW YORK — What is believed 
to be the world’s most important 
proven source of nickel outside 
Canada has been discovered at 
Moa Bay on the northeast coast 
of Cuba. 

The 40,000,000-ton nickel orebody 
also contains cobalt, 
scarce and urgently needed metal, 

Nickel is used to strengthen 
| Steel and iron alloys and increase 
' the resistance of these metals to 

corrosion and high temperatures. 

It is also used as a binder in elec- 

troplating and as a catalyst in the 

production of soap and _ hydro- 
genated vegetable oils. 

The shortage of nickel is the 
gravest materials problem facing 
the U. S. Ninety-two per cent of

The new Council has control over 
planning and zoning, housing, 
parks and recreation, major ar- 
terial routes, water supply and 
sewage, all statutory county func- 
tions including jails, homes for the 
aged, and public hospitals, In addi- 
tion, it will be able to impose our- 
wide assessments. 

Public transportation will be co- 
ordinated in an independent au- 
thority to be called the Toronte 
Transit Commission. Also separate 
from the Council will be a Metro- 
politan Board of Education, 

Powers not delegated specifically 
to the federated Council remain 
with the local councils, including 
police and fire protection. The sub- 
urbs also keep full taxing powers. 

The Toronto move, which is 
being widely studied in the United 
States by large cities, may greatly 
influence the addition of suburban 
communities. 

Municipal planners say Toronto's 
action solves the many problems 
of government that many cities 
in this country face because of re- 
cent increases in population and 
the trend of people to move into 
suburban areas,
